sociation of America, in May, 1956, pursuant to a letter of 23 May from 
Robert W. Burgess, Director, Bureau of the Census. In his letter Mr. 
Burgess indicated that the ''Bureau of the Census would welcome the ad- 
vice of the Association and its members" on such matters as "subjects 
to be includedinthe next Population Census as well as the definitions of 
such items" and "any others on which you may wish to take the initia- 
tive.’ The Committee consists of Ronald Freedman, Frank W. Note- 
stein, Daniel O. Price, Dorothy S. Thomas, Otis Dudley Duncan, co- 
chairman, and Philip M. Hauser, co-chairman. (Thomas participated 
only in the initial phases of organizing the Committee's work, andnotin 
the preparation of its report and recommendations.) The first meeting 
of the Committee was held in July, 1956, at which time a proposal was 
developed for financing its work. The Association then presented a re- 
quest for financial assistance for the Committee's work to the Population 
Council, Inc., and the Council approved this request in November. In 
the meantime, the Committee proceeded to solicit the cooperation of 
nine work groups, or subcommittees, as explained below. Subsequent 
meetings of the Committee were held in April and May, 1957. 


REPORT OF THE 


The plan of work developed by the Committee fellintotwo major 
parts: first, the preparation of detailed reports and recommendations 
on major problems in census planning by the associated work groups; 
second, the review of these documents by the Committee and prepara- 
tion of its summary report and recommendations. 


At every stage of its work, the Committee has enjoyed the most 
helpful cooperation of the Bureau of the Census. Particularly valuable 
was the designation by the Bureau of a member of its professional staff 
to serve as liaison with each work group. Persons serving in this ca- 
pacity included Howard G. Brunsman, Paul C. Glick, Henry D. Sheldon, 
Henry S. Shryock, Jr., and Conrad Taeuber. 


It should be made clear at the outset that the principal criterion 
observed by the several work groups and by the Committee was the use 
of census data for scientific research in demography and closely related 
disciplines. While mindful of the many uses that must be served by the 
census, these groups considered that their recommendations would be 
most valuable if presented consistently from this point of view. It hard- 
ly needs to be added that in few, if any, respects are the scientific needs 
for census statistics in any basic conflict with needs arising from the 
conduct of government, business, and practical affairs. 


1. Review of Work Group Recommendations 


The final report of each work group has been transmitted by the 
Committee to the Bureau of the Census in the form in which it was re- 
ceived by the Committee. While the Committee has made suggestions 
to the work groups as to subjects to consider, format of their reports, 
and the like, each work group has been free to formulate recommenda- 
tions onitsown responsibility. This summary singles out only some of

the more significant recommendations. In each case, reference should 
be made to the work group report for details and supporting materials. 


(1) Accuracy and reliability of basic demographic data. The 





work group feels that the reduction of enumeration errors is of the high- 
est importance. In its judgment, this end is most likely to be achieved 
if attention is focused on categories of the population known to be most 
poorly enumerated, rather than on an overall effort toimprove complete- 
nessandaccuracy of enumeration. Therearetwokey recommendations 
on enumeration procedures. First, itis proposed that a dual enumera- 
tion of unrelated individuals be carried out. The enumerator would take 
information on these persons in the usual manner, and, in addition, leave 
a self-enumeration form to be filled out by the individual, which would 
be picked up later and used to correct and amplify the information ob- 
tained in the interview. Second, it is proposed that the question, "date 
of birth,'' be asked in addition to the usual question, "age at last birth- 
day.'' Evidence is presented that this approach produces a reduction in 
errors of age statement. 





The work group indicates that it is almost as important to make 
accurate estimates of the errorsincensus data as to attempt to reduce 
these errors. Accordingly, it recommends that an expanded and more 
effective Post-Enumeration Survey be carried out in connection with the 
1960 Census. In addition, it suggests that a name-by-name matching 
of persons 65 years old and over as reported in the census be made 
against the OASI list of current beneficiaries as of April, 1960. 


(2) Census areas and residential categories. The work group 
endorsed proposed changes in the classification of states by census di- 
visions and regions, with the suggestion that an ''Upper New England" 
and ''Lower New England" grouping of the New England states be rec- 
ognized along with other proposed changes. The work group, however, 
does not consider that a regrouping of states by regions and divisions 
has high priority as far as research uses are concerned, and points out 
the dangers involved in loss of historical continuity with the old system. 

















The work group argues against any thoroughgoing revision of 
the present delimitation of state economic areas, over and above such 
changes as willbe required to adapt them tochanges of counties accord- 
ing to metropolitan status. Emphasis should be placed, therefore, on 
maintaining comparability with the previous delimitation, andon the pro- 
vision of muchmore detailed tabulations for state economic areas, com- 
parable in scope to those preparedforthe smaller standard metropoli- 
tan areas. 


The work group recommends againstany shift in procedure that 
would have the effect of lowering the size limit for central cities of 
standard metropolitan areas. It suggests a review of present SMA de- 
limitations on the supposition that a number of the smaller areas now 
recognized should be regrouped with adjacent larger units. It indicates, 
moreover, the desirability of reviewing criteria of metropolitan inte- 
gration, with recognition of at least one non-commuting criterion, pref - 
erably metropolitan newspaper circulation. 


The delineation of urbanized areas forall central cities of 25,000 
inhabitants or more is endorsed by the work group, which feels that a 
somewhat more restrictive criterion of contiguity to the main core of 
the area should be followed in recognizing fringe elements of the ur- 
banized area. 




















The work group proposes a new residential classification, in- 
volving the following categories: 


Metropolitan 
Urban 
Remainder (villages, unincorporated places, and open country) 


Nonmetropolitan 
Urban 
Villages and unincorporated places of 500-2,500 inhabitants 
Open country 


Whereas the "urban" category would remain essentially the same as in 
1950, the "rural nonfarm" and "rural farm" categories would be re- 
placed. To meet administrative needs for a count of the farm popula- 
tion and to provide splicing statistics, the work group recommends that 
the question on farm residence be asked of a 20 or 25 per cent sample 
of the population. 

(3) Migration statistics. This work group recommends follow- 
ing the 1950 procedure of asking for residence one year prior to the 
census date. However, it suggests the restoration of the form of the 
1940 question which called for place as well as county of previous res- 
idence. This information would be used only to tabulate migration be- 
tween the central city and the remainder of metropolitan areas. The 
basis of this recommendation isthe great need for statistics on volume 
and characteristics of movementtoand from suburbs. The work group 
notes that there is possibility of error in that persons who were living 
near central cities are likely to report the central city as their resi- 
dence. However, it is believed that this error will be reduced to man- 
ageable proportions, (a) by confining the migration interval to a one- 
year, instead of a five-year, period, and (b) by tabulating the movement 
to and from large cities only for streams of movement within metro- 
politan areas, onthe assumption that the error is most likely to appear 
in connection with long-distance migration. 











The work group suggests that the question on residence a year 
ago be supplemented bya question calling for length of residence in the 
present house for persons not moving within the last year. This would 
essentially repeat the procedure of the April, 1952, mobility survey (see 
Current Population Reports, Series P-20, No. 47). 


The work group recommends that state-of-birth tabulations be 
given in greater detail showing socio-economic characteristics, and 
recent migration, in addition to age, sex, and color; it is also recom- 
mended that such tabulations be made for large cities. 


(4) Fertility andnuptiality. A considerable portion of this work 
group's report involves detailed consideration of fertility tabulations, 
which are too lengthy to summarize here. On the general form of the 
inquiry, the work group recommends that the question on ''children ever 
borne" be carried on the schedule, as in the past, but that the tabula- 
tions be more extensive in respect to cross-tabulations with such char- 
acteristics of the husband as income and detailed occupation. 








In addition, the following alternatives to past census procedures 
are recommended. There should be anew question toascertain the num- 
ber of children borne in the last five years; tabulations of these data 
would supersede those onnumber of own childreninthe household. The 
reporting of marital status shouldallow for an additional category, ''mar- 
riage annulled"; persons falling inthis category should be included with 
the "ever married" rather than with the "never married." Attention 
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should be given to the publication of greater detail on the duration of 
marriage, but the information on duration of widowhood and divorced 
status is not believed to be sufficiently useful to justify extended pres- 
entation. A strong recommendation is made for the collection of com- 
plete rosters of birth dates for children ever borne; this would be done 
in the Current Population Survey, to supplement information in the de- 
cennial census. The work groupendorses suggestions originating else- 
where for the inclusion ofan inquiry on religion, and recommends cross- 
tabulation of children ever borne for religious groups and for specific 
ethnic groups as well. 


(5) Race-nativity and color. The work group recommends no 
innovations in inquiries and definitions in this field, but addressed it- 
self to methods of improving information within the framework of the 
kinds of inquiries previously made. It is recommended that separate 
tabulations of characteristics of the Negro population be made for all 
counties and cities of 10,000 or more inhabitants having more thana 
certain minimum of Negro population. This involves a change in pro- 
cedures that recognizes the importance of distinguishing between Ne- 
groes and other nonwhites and the sizable and growing concentrations 
of Negroes in areas outside the South. To facilitate identification of 
the population of Puerto Rican extraction, instructions for questions on 
place of birth, place of residence a year ago, and place of birth of par- 
ents should indicate "Commonwealth of Puerto Rico" as a specific al- 
ternative in lieu of the previous terminology which merely called for 
"name of Territory, possession, or foreign country." It is further rec- 
ommended that the 1950 procedure of identifying persons of Spanish 
surname be extended to areas other than the five southwestern states, 
and that this characteristic be cross-tabulated with mother tongue or 
place of birth of parents. 





The work group feels that there is great value in asking both 
questions, "place of birth of parents" and ''mother tongue" (the expres- 
sion "native tongue'' may be preferable to the latter). '"Mother tongue" 
is valuable, not only in providing information not yielded by the other 
question, but also as an aid in coding it more reliably. If a preference 
as between the two questions must be expressed, the work group leans 
toward the ''mother tongue” inquiry. 


(6) Journey to work. The work group proposesan extensive in- 
quiry on this subject covering metropolitan areas. It suggests that in- 
formation be obtained by means of a self-enumeration form filled out by 
a sample of 25 per cent of the entire working population. The form would 
call for address of workplace, mode of travel to work (specific modes, 
in the sequence in which used), time of departure and time of arrival at 
work. This information would be coded by county, municipality or minor 
civil division, andcensustract (where census tract coding manuals are 
available). It is suggested that detailed coding could be carried out in 
cooperation with responsible authorities in the individual standard met- 
ropolitan areas. Detailed tabulation proposals are given in the group 
report, together with a ranking by priority of the needed information. 
It is indicated that characteristics of the journey to work should be cross- 
tabulated with economic and household characteristics. The work group 
also recommends a question on automobile ownership for each house- 
hold. 








(7) Religion. The work group points out thata majority of coun- 
tries include a question on religion in their censuses. It indicates that 
census information onthis subject would servea wide variety of impor- 
tant research uses, and that both foreign census experience and Amer- 

















ican survey experience show the feasibility of collecting such informa- 
tion. Considering the need for religious data to be well established, the 
work group recommends (a) that an inquiry on religion be included among 
questions addressed to the proposed 25 per cent sample;(b) that an in- 
quiry on religion in the Current Population Survey not be regarded as 
an effective substitute for a census enumeration; (c) that if only one 
question is asked, first consideration be given to a question on religious 
preference, second consideration to a question on membership in re- 
ligious bodies; (d) thatif more than one questionisasked, the additional 
ones be designed to ascertain membership or affiliation; (e) that no 
question be included on subjective religious belief, religious practice, 
or extent of religious observance; (f) that the respondent be given the 
option of indicating no preference, of declining to state a preference, 
or of stating itina general category such as "Protestant"; (g) that tab- 
ulations be presented for small areas in terms of major groups (e.g., 
Protestant, Catholic, Jewish, other, and no preference), that demograph- 
ic composition of major groups be given for cities and metropolitan 
areas, and that detailed cross-tabulations offertility and marital status 
by religion be given at the national level. 


One member of the work group (Lorimer), while endorsing the

group's ''reviewof relevant objective conditions,"' abstained with respect 
. . . ° . . " 
to its recommendations ''for reasons outside the purview of the report. 


(8) Measurement of socio-economic status. The work group, 
after reviewing a variety of possibilities, concluded that the principal 
attack on this problem in census procedures must involve an occupa- 
tional classification primarily. It indicated the desirability of maintain- 
ing historical comparability with respect to the major occupation group 
classification, while introducing subclassifications to sharpen the de- 
lineation of socio-economic levels. While acknowledging the desirabil- 
ity of direct measures of level of living, the group was unable to pro- 
pose a measurement technique suitable for census use. It was pointed 
out that improvement of the enumeration of occupations is critical for 
the measurement of socio-economic status. The work group recom- 
mended that major occupation groups be subclassified according to the 
median income levels of occupations within the major groups for all but 
the smallestarea tabulations; that additional cross-tabulations of socio- 
economic variables with housing variables be provided, along with tab- 
ulations relating school attendance of young persons to socio-economic 
status; andthat consideration be given to a question on occupation of the 
father of the male head of the household, either inthe 1960 Census or in 
the Current Population Survey. 








(9) Family statistics. The Committee has received a prelimi- 
nary memorandum on this subjectfrom N. B. Ryder; this memorandum 
is in process of revision, and has not yet been reviewed by the Commit- 
tee. In its present form the memorandum raises a number of critical 
questions about the value and adequacy of present census procedures in 
respect to identification of household head, treatment of institutional 
population, classification of primary and secondary families and indi- 
viduals, and the sociological rationale of census classifications of types 
of families. 





2. Summary of Committee Recommendations 


The Committee's first, and most important, recommendation is 
that the several work group reports be studied carefully. Each of them 
was evidently prepared with great care by professional research work- 











ers of the highest competence. At only a few points has the Committee 
ventured a specific difference of opinion with a work group. In such 
cases it was influenced bythe necessity of considering the feasibility of 
proposed procedures and the problem of balance in the entire census 


program. 


In this Report, the Committee confines its attentiontocertain key 
issues of subject matter and procedure. It expects, at a later date, to 
make recommendations to the Bureau of the Census on tabulations, con- 
ceptual problems involving tabulations primarily, and other items of 


census procedure. 


(1) Additions to census program. In considering possible addi- 
tions to the census schedule, the Committee wasaware of distinct limi- 
tations imposed by costs; it has, therefore, limited its suggestions to 
items of high priority, and has indicated two levels of priority within 


this category. 


Items considered to have highest priority (not necessarily listed 
in order of importance) include: date of birth, journey to work, religion, 
birth rosters (to be obtained in conjunction with the Post-Enumeration 
Survey), date of termination of marriage (in the PES), and place (in ad- 
dition to county) of residence in 1959. Items considered to have next 
highest priority include: mother tongue (in addition to place of birth of 
parents), and length of residence in this place (for persons residing at 
the present place of residence for more than one year). Each of these 
items merits some additional discussion. 


In the Committee's judgment, the question on date of birth (asked 
in addition to age at last birthday) provides the most promising overall 
approach to the problem of reducing errors of age statement. The im- 
portance of such an improvement for virtually all demographic studies 
goes without saying, and the evidence that a date-of-birth question will 
effect an improvement has been well summarized in the report of the 
work group on accuracy and reliability of basic demographic data. At 
present, the investigation of such topics as fertility, mortality at the 
higher ages, andmobility of the young adult population is severely hand- 
icapped by biases in age statement. The accuracy of age statements is 
almost universally recognizedasa critical test of the quality of a census. 








The inquiry on journey to work, aside from its obvious useful- 
ness to city planners, traffic specialists, civil defense authorities, and 
other officials, will be of great value for research on the structure and 
functioning of our metropolitan communities. It will provide informa- 
tion, which is otherwise unobtainable, on the social and economic costs 
of commutation, the groups and categories on which these costs are in- 
cident, the locational pattern of industry, and the determinants of met- 
ropolitan land use. 


In the opinion of the Committee an inquiry onthis subject is fea- 
sible within the framework of a decennial enumeration and can be ac- 
complished at a reasonable cost. There are, however, a number of al- 
ternatives as to the scope and form of the inquiry, whichvary widely as 
to cost. Consequently, the Committee recommends not only that the sug- 
gestions of the work group on journey to work be considered carefully, 
but alsothat the Bureau of the Censuscarry outappropriate preliminary 
trials to test the effectiveness of analternative plan. 


Briefly, the alternative planisasfollows. The inquiry would at- 
tempt to identify movements only between certain broad sectors of the 














metropolitan area. The census enumerator would carry a sketch map 
showing clearly the boundaries of the metropolitanarea, the central city, 
and the central business district, together with sectors or quadrants 
within the city (outside the central business district) and within the met- 
ropolitan ring. These areas would be coded witha single digit, witha 
residual category for movement outside the metropolitan area. The 
question, therefore, would be self-coding, involving no office procedure 
for converting addresses to tracts or other areas. It would, of course, 
be necessary to identify the areal segments in advance, preferably in 
censultation with local specialists, with a view toward ready identifi- 
ability of the boundaries. The 1954 Retail Census has already done much 
of the work in delimiting central business districts. While it is recog- 
nized that marginal cases would arise, and that there would be some re- 
sponse error, itis believed that the results would bevalid, nonetheless, 
for the kinds of uses contemplated. While no substitute for the complete 
origin-destination survey needed by traffic planners, this scheme should 
provide a great dealof presently unavailable data ontraffic flows for re- 
search purposes and should serve as a general framework for planning. 





Recognition should be given as well to the following needs, in the 
event that cost considerations permit their coverage inthe census. There 
is a need for information on movement in nonmetropolitan areas; how- 
ever, an inquiry along these lines was not considered carefully by the 
work group or the Committee, and would evidently have to be along some- 
what different lines than proposed by either. It should be possible to 
ask a simple (yes or no) question suchas "Does the trip to work usual- 
ly involve the use of a private automobile?" or ''Does the trip usually 
involve public transportation?'' This kind of question would have value, 
even in the absence of detailed information on mode of travel. Similarly, 
a simple question might be employed to procure an estimate of elapsed 
time in the trip to work. A question on automobile ownership would 
have uses from the standpoint of measuring levels of living, quite apart 
from its uses in studying population movement. It is recognized that 
questions such as those mentioned in this paragraph might be carried 
ina Current Population Survey to provide general information on the 
journey to work in relation to socio-economic characteristics, without 
being tied to a question on specific destination. Their value here would 
be less, but still great. 


The proposed inquiry on religion, in the form proposed by the 
work group, is recommended for consideration, not especially on the 
grounds that it would be useful to churches seeking to measure their 
membership — thoughthis use merits consideration — but primarily be- 
cause of its varied uses in demographic and social research. A num- 
ber of small-scale studies in recent years have demonstrated that dif- 
ferences in social behavior among adherents of different religions are 
sizable and significant, even when variables like ethnic and socio-eco- 
nomic status are controlled. The Committee calls attention to the role 
of religion as a major social institution, and to the wide ramifications 
of religious affiliation in a complex society. Religious preference is a 
basic identification of the individual which illuminates the meaning of 
many other aspects of behavior — on the demographic side, notably fer- 
tility. 


The Committee is of the opinion that most of the research needs 
for religious data could be met without undertaking a detailed tabulation 
of denominations by small areas. There is need, however, for small- 
area figures in such broad categories as Protestant, Catholic, Jewish, 
Other, and No Preference. Cross-tabulations of religion are needed for 
fertility studies, in particular. 
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In recommending the inclusion of an inquiry on religion in the 
1960 Census, the Committee has adhered closely to its terms of refer- 
ence, i.e., toevaluate the census program in terms of its usefulness for 
demographic and related scientific research. It believes that religious 
statistics would be of great scientific utility. However, it is mindful of 
the many complex issues raised by the proposal that such statistics be 
collected byan agency of the federal government, and considers it high- 
ly important that these issues be resolved in such a way that no damage 
is done to the overall census program. 


An additional inquiry on fertility, i.e., rosters of children ever 








borne by year and month of birth, is corsidered feasible for inclusion 
inan expanded Post-Enumeration Survey covering, say, at least 100,000 
households. It would be necessary, in addition, to carry the previous 
question on total number of children ever borne on the regular census 
schedule, but there would be less need for the inquiry (recommended by 
the work group on fertility) onnumber of children borne in the last five 
years. 


Obtaining date of birthfor children ever borne would meet press- 
ing needs for information to illuminate the implications of the high 
birth rates observed since World War II; to assess their significance 
for future population, school enrollments, and manpower supply; and to 
estimate trends in patterns of family building. In the absence of suita- 
ble vital statistics on marriage and the intervals between births, a cen- 
sus inquiry of this typeisthe only method available for determining the 
cumulative fertility of marriage cohorts. 


Many of the suggestions for tabulations made by the work group 
on fertility would be pertinent for a question of this kind, insofaras they 
could be implemented within the framework of the PES type of survey. 


To maximize the usefulness of the fertility data collected from 
birth rosters, itisnecessary to have an additional question on duration 
of marriage. Forall women 45 years old and over who were ever mar- 
ried but are not now married, the date of termination of marriage should 





be ascertained. This will permita distinction in the fertility tabulations 
between women whose fertility was curtailed by the disruption of their 
marriages before the end of the childbearing period and those exposed 
to the risk of childbearing throughout the fertile period. In studies of 
patterns of family building it is obviously most desirable to treat sep- 
arately the families remaining intact through the childbearing periodand 
those broken before the end of this period. 


The inquiry on place of residence in 1999 entails only minor 


modification of the 1950 census schedule, and some additional work in 
coding. The importance of the questionis easily seen when one realizes 
that one of the major currents of migration — the movement between cen- 
tral cities and metropolitan rings — cannot be measured or characterized 
with statistics giving only county of previous residence. There is at 
present great uncertainty among planners and students of metropolitan 
life as to the sources of suburban population growth, the selectivity of 
movement to the suburbs, and the extent to which there is a circulation 
of population between central and peripheral locations as opposed toa 
inilateral shift toward the suburbs. 





The two items suggestedfor the second level of priority amount 
to a supplementation of information which, it is assumed, will be col- 
lected along the lines of previous censuses. The item, mother tongue, 





is needed to supplement data on place of birthand parents' place of birth. 











The Committee is aware of pressures to reduce the amount of informa- 
tion on ethnic status, on the assumption that the proportion of foreign 
stock inthe population will continue to decrease. However, it considers 


that it is almost as important to measure the decline in the extent of 


ethnic differentiation — if, indeed, it is declining — as to have a histor- 
ical record of the period of heavy immigration. The experience of the 
United States in the assimilation of a diversity of ethnic groups is vir- 
tually without parallel in the modernworld, and the record of that ex- 
perience should not be truncated by a failure to describe the terminal, 
as well as the early and middle, phases of the cycle of immigration and 
assimilation. 


The question on ''mother tongue" is valuable precisely because 
it gets at the persistence of ethnic identification beyond the point in time 
when the latter is indexed adequately by birth place or country of par- 
ents' origin. It pertains toacritical behavioral indication of ethnic af- 
filiation in contrast to the somewhat legalistic information provided by 
the questions on place of birth. The mother tongue query will enable 
the identification of certain important groups — e.g., Spanish-Americans 
— that have retaineda degree of ethnic distinctiveness despite residence 
of several generations in the United States. As a technical matter, the 
mother tongue item will be of use in coding ambiguous entries on place 
of birth of the individual or his parents. 


To supplement the migration question on place of residence a 
year ago, a second question, length of residence in this place (asked of 
persons residing in place of current residence over one year), is needed. 
Whereas the one-year migration question provides information on cur- 
rent movement, the proposed supplementary question permits the meas- 
urement of the cumulative effect of migration over a period of years 
when cross-tabulated by characteristics of individuals. The experience 
of the Detroit Area Survey has shown that this type of question yields 
significant information on migration patterns not otherwise obtainable. 








It will be noted that the Committee's recommendation calls for 
a question on length of residence in this place, in contrast to the recom- 
mendation of the work group on migration, which suggests an inquiry 
on length of residence in this house. Bothquestionsare significant. The 
Committee's judgment is that the former would prove more useful for 
migration studies, whereas the latter would be serviceable for studies 
of housing mobility. If there is need for information on mobility for 
housing analyses, sucha question might well form part of the Census of 
Housing. 





(2) Curtailment of census program. The Committee is well 
aware that the foregoing suggested additional inquiries will entaila sub- 
stantiai increase in the costs associated with collection and processing 
of data. In its opinion such increases, viewed as marginal costs, are 
wholly justified. At the same time, it is evident that such justification 
is much more easily accomplished if offsetting cost reductions can be 
introduced at the same time. 








The Committee's assumption is that the principal means of re- 
ducing the expense of collecting data is to employ sampling on a wider 
scale than in previous censuses. It is not, at present, in a position to 
evaluate all the implications of a more extended use of sampling. In 
particular, it feels that there is a need for much more conclusive evi- 
dence than has yet been forthcoming on the effect of sampling errors on 
the usefulness of small-area data (e.g., census tract tabulations). The 
Committee would like to have the opportunity to examine such evidence 
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before making a final judgment on the feasibility of shifting certain in- 
quiries to a sample basis. 


There is, of course, no need to defend the principle of sampling 
as a method of collecting data in the decennial census. The experience 
of the 1940 and 1950 censuses, in which the United States Bureau of the 
Census pioneered in the use of sample techniques, demonstrates ade- 
quately that sample information can be collected which is as useful for 
many scientific purposes as data based on complete enumeration. The 
issue that remainsindoubtis how far the general principle of sampling 
can be extended without compromising some of the important uses of 
census data. 


Consequently, in suggesting the possibility of greatly extending 
the scope of items collected on a sample basis, the Committee is ex- 
pressing a judgment that the transfer to a sample basis forcertain items 
would be preferable to the loss of information on other necessary items. 


It is assumed that for legal, technical, and other reasons certain 
items — name, age, sex, race, household relationship, and marital sta- 
tus — must continue to be collected on a complete-count basis. Among 
the remaining items, it seemsuseful to distinguish two levels of prior- 
ity. The first group of items to be transferred to a sample basis are 
those not pertainingtothe labor force. The block of items to be trans- 
ferredtoa sample basis, only asa last resort, are the labor force items. 
It is assumed that all sample information will be collected for a sizable 
sample, 20 or 25 per cent of the population (although certain detailed 
tabulations may be carried out only for subsamples). 


The decision to make one or both these shifts to a sample basis 
should be guided by the savings in costs of data collection afforded by 
sampling whichmay be allocated against increases in costs incurred by 
adding new items to the census schedule. Asfarasthe interests repre- 
sented by this Committee are concerned, there is little to be gained by 
shifting inquiries to a sample basis except in terms of acquiring other 
information which otherwise would not become available. 


Among the incidental savings that might be achieved by revision 
of the census program are those afforded by the exclusion of such an 
itemas''veteran status.'' To the knowledge of the Committee, thisitem 
on the 1950 Census has not been used for any significant research pur- 
pose. Moreover, the Committee is not aware of any evidence that the 
presumed administrative uses of this information have, in fact, justified 
themselves. 


Another saving, incomparison withthe 1950 program, can be in- 
troduced by omitting the nation-wide birth registration test. With the 
general improvement in registration systems the coilection of this in- 
formation no longer appears to justify the effort. 


(3) Key problems of census procedure. Among procedures cal- 
culated to enhance the scientific value of census data, the Committee 
places highest priority on an expanded, more complete and effective 
Post-Enumeration Survey. Such a survey should be designed to produce, 
early in the census period, comprehensive estimates of the magnitude 
and direction of errorsinthe census data. Procedures tomake realistic 
estimates of error are at least equal in importance to procedures de- 
signed to reduce error. Moreover, an expanded PES would provide a 
vehicle for certain supplementary inquiries which are too difficult or 
costly toplace on the regular schedule, notably the collection of rosters 




















of live births by date of birth. This use of the PES would eliminate the 
need for subsampling within the framework of the regular census, and 
thus help to overcome some of the difficulties associated withthe com- 
bination ofa 20 per centanda 3 1/3 per cent sampleinthe 1950 Census. 


The Committee also places a high priority on other procedures 
designed to reduce, or to estimate the magnitude of, errors of enumer- 
ation. These include such devices as the check of persons 65 and over 
against OASI lists and the use of self-enumeration forms to collect more 
accurate information for unrelated individuals,as recommended by the 
work group on accuracy and reliability of data. The enumeration of in- 
dividuals whose characteristics are not well known tothe actual respond- 
ent appears to be one of the weakest aspects of former census proce- 
dures. The supplementary use of self-enumeration should, therefore, 
be tested as a means of improving accuracy of the data for this cate- 
gory. It could well be used to supplement and amplify information on 
those items believed to be subject to greatest error, if not on all items 
on the regular schedule. 


The Committee endorses what it understands to be the present 
plan to delimit boundaries of urbanized areas for all central cities of 
25,000 or more and to identify all settlements, incorporated or unincor- 
porated, of 500 or more. These measures will unquestionably yield a 
more realistic picture of the settlement patternand provide information 
of great use for purposes of market analysis, local administration and 
planning, and provision of housing and public utilities, as wellas for re- 
search on community structure and population distribution. In this con- 
nection the Committee seconds the recommendation of the work group 
on geographic areas concerning revision of the basic residence classi- 
fication. It feels that a question on farm residence, asked on a sample 
basis, could supplement this classification, providing information needed 
for administrative use and for historical continuity with the past cen- 
suses. 


The Committee is not wholly certain of the merits of the proposed 
revisions of census geographic divisions and regions. The gains pre- 
sumably offered by this change must be weighed carefully against the 
costs in terms ofloss of comparability with historical dataandthe costs 
of revising such data where possible. It is clear that if the change is 
made it will be indispensable to assemble time series on the basis of 
the new divisions. Actually, the main issue inrespect to regional clas- 
sification arises not in connection with the main tabulations of the de- 
cennial census, but in connection with special tabulations carried out 
ona sample basis and especially in connection with data from the Cur- 
rent Population Survey. No doubt it will prove impossible to retabulate 
these sample statistics to conform with a new divisional and regional 
classification. 


In considering the problem of areal tabulation units, the Com- 
mittee concluded that there was need for a more thorough sampling of 
research experience with existing units and of felt needs of research 
workers in regard to such units. Accordingly, in May, 1957, the Com- 
mittee sponsored a conference on state economic areas and standard 
metropolitan areas at the Bureau of the Census, which was attended by 
a number of research workers from universities and government agen- 
cies; several disciplines, such as geography and economics, were rep- 
resented in addition to demography. A report on the conference has 
been made available to the Bureau. Perhaps the most striking sum- 
mary observation to be made is the considerable variety of approaches 
to, and needs for, small-area data. 
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The conclusions whichthe Committee is preparedto offer at this 
time are as follows: 


(a) The state economicarea (SEA) program isa potentially val- 
uable extension of the tabulation program in that it can provide relative- 
ly detailed tabulations and cross-tabulations that would be too complex 
or voluminous if carried out for counties, but which give materially 
greater area detail than states. This program should be carefully de- 
signed to maximize its utility for research purposes. While some de- 
tailed revisions of SEA boundaries should be made, emphasis should be 
placed on maintaining comparability withthe prior SEA delimitation and 
on reconciling discrepancies between alternative delimitations in fed- 
erally produced statistics. The Committee planstomake recommenda- 
tions at a later date on SEA tabulations. 


Because needs of research workers are so varied, the Bureau 
of the Census, while expanding the SEA program, should investigate meth- 
ods of making readily available types of tabulations of county data that 
cannot be published. 


(b) The Committee assumes that the standard metropolitan area 
(SMA) program willbe carried out in 1960 substantially as in 1950. Be- 
‘ore the 1960 Census, the SMA system should be carefully reviewed to 
make sure that an optimum set of criteria of metropolitan character 
and metropolitan integration has been observed consistently. In these 
criteria no basic change should be introduced which has the net effect 
of making the rules for recognizing metropolitan status less stringent. 


3. Further Work by the Committee 


The Committee does not regard its task as finished. Among the 
items it has yet to considerare a number of questions concerning con- 
cepts, definitions, tabulations, and other aspects of census procedure. 
As noted above, the Committee has resorted to the device of holding a 
special conference on one key item of tabulation procedure — that of 
area units. An analogous problem concerns the general form and de- 
tails of the labor force items. The Committee foresees the possible 
need for careful consideration of these matters, in consultation with in- 
terested and competent persons, at a later date. 


After a review of the work of the Committee, the Board of Di- 
rectors of the Population Association of America has recommended that 
it continue its work for another year. Accordingly, the Committee stands 
ready to render whatever assistance it canto the officials of the Bureau 
of the Census and to the profession of demography.

As may be seen from the foregoing Committee Re- 
port, it is proposed that a question on ‘date of 
birth'' be added to the census schedule in 1960. 
In the 1900 Census, in addition to the question 
"age at last birthday,'’ enumerators were instructed toask ''date of birth" 
in an attempt to reduce the amount of age misstatement. This is the 
only time the latter question has been includedinaU. S. Census although 
all available evidence seems to indicate thatit achieved its objective of 
reducing inaccuracy inage returns. Allyn Young, inavolume of special 
reports covering the 1900 Census, discussed the improvement resulting 
from the efficacy of the question on date of birth. 


AGE REPORTING

The front cover chart compares returns on age in 1900 to those 
of 1890 and 1910. The measure of age misstatement used in preparing 
this chart involved a comparison of the enumerated population with the 
expected population at eachage. This expected population is in turn based 
on the average of the enumerated populations of the ten adjacent age 
groups — five oneither side of the specifiedage. Necessary adjustments 
were made for over- and under-sized birthcohorts that were traceable 
through successive censuses, and for deviations from linearity result- 
ing from mortality. 


The cover chart presentsa comparison of mean deviations from 
the expected population, by decennial age groups, for native white females 
for 1890, 1900, and 1910. For each age group the 1900 figures are be- 
low those of the other two censuses. The relatively greater amount of 
age misstatementatthe older ages in contrast to ages 10-19 and 20-29 
is also apparent. Similar results were obtained for native white males.
